Likely to Issue Soon. As Governor 
and Commonwealth , s Attorney 
Differ In Opinion. 


ARE NEW PAPERS NECESSARY? 


The Senate, at Washington, has an 
extensive programme for the week. On 
Tuesday It will vote on the Statehood 
Bill.

Speaker Brown did not appoint his 
Conference Committee to-day. as was 
expected. He will do so to-morrow, 
■however, anti the conferred* of the 
Hour:? arid Senate are expectel to hold 
a meeting In the afternoon. It Is ex 
pected that they wild reach an agree 
ment and will report a bill to the Sen- 
I ate on Tuesday* morning. 

This bill, It is believed, will b * passed, 
and members now believe the Legis¬ 
lature will reach a final adjournment 
on Thursday or Friday.

I are absent, and it lb not believed that 
a quorum will be present to-morrow 
All the absent meirtbers, however, are 
being urged to return to Frankfort by 
Tuesday.

Frankfort, Ky., Feb. 5.—[Special.]— 
Representatives Wells and McKnlght. 
of the lower house, take an optimistic 
view of the situation. Thfey believe the 
Joint Conference Committee will report 
an agreed bill Tuesday, and that it will 
be accepted and passed by the Senate 
that day and by the House the follow¬ 
ing day.

DIFFERENCE OF OPINION 

Will Prevent the Issuing of Requisi¬ 
tion At This Time. 

Frankfort. Ky.. Feb. 5.—(Special.)— 
To date, no application has been made 
to the Governor for a requisition on 
the new Governor of the State of In¬ 
diana for the return to this State of 
William S. Taylor and Charles Finley, 
charged with complicity in the Goebel 
murder conspiracy, and it Is doubtful U 
such application will be nmde In the 
near future. It has long been a rule 
of the Executive Department of Ken¬ 
tucky that requisitions for fugitives 
who have been located In other States 
shall be issued only upon the applica¬ 
tion of the Commonwealth's Attorney, 
County Attorney, or. In their absence, 
by the County Judge, such application 
being a necessary part of the papers 
required by other States. 

Never has a requisition been made 
upon the motion alone of the Governor, 
he not having official knowledge of the 
commission of a crime until It comes 
to him through the officials of judicial 
districts or counties. 

That this application has not been 
made Is due to a difference of opinion 
between Governor Beckham and Com¬ 
monwealth’s Attorney Franklin, of this 
Judicial District. Asked as to the mat¬ 
ter. the Governor stated that the neces¬ 
sary application had never ©time to him 
from the officers of the Judicial district, 
and that it was a necesary part of 
requisition papers. Approached on the 
subject, Mr. Franklin took the position 
that If Is not necessary to make such 
application In this case. It having been 
made before and filed in the Depart¬ 
ment. of the Secretary' of State of In¬ 
diana when the first requisition from 
Governor Beckham was sent to the 
Governor of Indiana, and that it is 
necessary only that the Governor of 
this State address a letter to the new 
Governor of Indiana asking him to 
take up the papers sent to his prede¬ 
cessor and pass upon them.

No Authority for Appointment. 


The appointment of Special Judges of 
the Court of Appeals is given the Gov¬ 
ernor by the provisions of Section 117 
of the Constitution, and not elsewhere. 
The section provides that where two 
Judges for any reason decline to sit in 
the trial of any cause, the Governor, 
on that fact being certified to him by 
the Chief Justice of the court, shall 
appoint a sufficient number of Judgr« 
to constitute a full court. There is no 
provision. for the appointment of a 
single Judge to fill a vacancy In a case 
on appeal before the court, and If Judge 
Cantrill does not sit. and It was thought 
he would not because of his connection 
with the case at one time as Circuit 
Judge, the petition for rehearing will

OtheT Property Saved By a Soaking 
Rain and the Veering of the 
Wind. 


Fire at Birmingham, Ala., at an early 
hour yesterday morning destroyed prop¬ 
erty valued at 6240,000. The progress of 
the flames was stopped by a soaking 
rain and the veering <rf the wind.

In response Governor Beckham says 
that this cannot be done; that requisi¬ 
tions made upon former Governors 
Mount and Durbin, which they declined 
to honor, have been legally passed 
upon and are res Judicata ns far as 
those papers are concerned, and that 
to make requisition upon the new 
Governor, a new set of papers, made 
up In the required form, must be mode 
out from this county, and from the 
Kentucky Executive Department, and 
transmitted to the Executive Depart¬ 
ment of Indiana, just as if It were an 
entirely new case. Two separate sets 
of papers have gone to Indiana, one 
to Mount and the other to Durbin. 

No one here believes that such papers 
would receive any more favorable con¬ 
sideration from Governor Hanly than 
former requisitions for these fugitives 
received from his two predecessors. 
The generaly expressed opinion Is that 
Taylor and Finley are safe In Indiana 
yet awhile, and that requisition would 
be refused again. Requisition will be 
made upon Governor Hanly at some 
time during Ills term, but hardly in the 
immediate^ future.

Birmingham, Ala.. Feb. 5—After sus- 
ainlng a loss of 6240,000 by flie this 
morning the city's fire department con¬ 
tinued its work under trying conditions 
and saved contiguous property valued 
at more than 61.000,000. Assistance 
which had been asked from the neigh¬ 
boring cities of Montgomery, Atlanta, 
Chattanooga and Gadsden was can¬ 
celed at about 6 o’clock, the necessity 
of w’hich was obviated by the veering 
of the wind and a soaking rain. Two 
firemen were severely Injured by falling 
walls, and one of the smaller steairiers 
exploded, but no casualties were con¬ 
nected with the latter accident.

OF WASHINGTON DESIGNATED 
FOR SPECIAL OBSERVANCE.

New York. Feb. 5.—A proclamation 
addressed to the "American People" 
will be promulgated to-morrow from 
the various state capitals under the 
auspices of the National Grange. 
Patrons of Husbandry-, and various 
national labor and agricultural organi¬ 
zations, declaring that Washington's 
birthday be observed as "Form, Home 
and Factory- day-." It advises that upon 
this day the people concentrate their 
thoughts upon the conditions for the 
betterment of the home, farm and fac¬ 
tory.

NARROW ESCAPE FOR THIRTY. 

An Ice Crew Precipitated Into Waters 
of the Delaware. 

Feb. 5.—Thirty men nar¬ 
rowly escaped drowning here to-day in 
the Icy waters of the harbor of refuge 
at the Delaware breakwater, and, after 
being rescued with the greatest diffi¬ 
culty by the crews of two tugs. they 
were forced to make their way to shore 
afoot over the heavy ice floes with 
which the Delaware river and bay is 
blocked. The men whose lives were 
Imperilled were - Capt. Jacobs and hi« 
crew of twenty-nine men of the Phila¬ 
delphia City Ice Boat No. 3. which 
made its way down the river from 
Philadelphia In an effort to make a 
channel for vessels Ice bound at the 
breakwater. 


FROZEN* OVER AT GREENUP. 

People Are Crossing the River On 
the Ice. 

Greenup. Ky., Feb. 5.—[Spec el-1—'The 
Ohio riv^r wo* completely frozen over 
here yesterday evening. Fred Ault, the 
ferryman, and John Burch, his assist 
ant, were -the first that crossed on the 
ice. This is the first time the river has 
been closed at this point since Febru¬ 
ary, 1MI».. There is much suffering here 
on account of the extreme cold weath 
er, and much Inconvenience on acrount 
of the scarcity of water, the summer 
drouth not having b*en relieved, and 
U is the first time In the history of the 
tmm that water has had to be hauled 
in the winter thne. 


Eight Inches of Snow Falls In a 
Few Hours.

MANY FALLS ON PAVEMENTS. 

Sleet Makes Walking In Louisville 
Slow and Hazardous. 

Forecast for Monday—Rain, turning 
to snow, and colder Monday; Tuesday 
fair. 

Yesterday furnished a sri triple of 
weather that made the day one of dan¬ 
ger and apprehension to those who 
were compelled to move about the city. 
A sleet that fell Saturday night and 
yesterday morning covered the ground 
to the depth of half an inch. The tem- 
peruture continued to rise slowly dur¬ 
ing the forenoon, melting the sleet and 
running It togetner until it formed an 
uncomfortable slush. This condition 
prevailed until 3 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, when the mercury crawled 
down to the freezing point, covering 
the slush with a smooth crust on which 
it was difficult to travel and maintain 
equilibrium, and as a natural conse¬ 
quence many were the sudden and pre¬ 
cipitous falls on slippery pavements. 

The mercury hung about 33 degrees 
yesterday, during which the underfoot 
conditions continued to grow more un¬ 
comfortable and unsafe. When the 
slush began to freezk late yesterday 
afternoon pedestrians took to the cen¬ 
ter of the streets to avoid the danger¬ 
ous spots on the concrete pavements, 
and In the business section of the city 
the driveways were claimed more by 
pedestrians than by the cars and vehi¬ 
cles.

River Filled With Ice. 

The river is still filled with heavy ice. 
though It is still floating slowly In the 
sluggish current nt this point. Both 
above and below Ice gorges have 
formed and are growing larger every 
hour.

BUSY WEEK FOR SENATE. 

The Statehood Bill to Be Finally 
Disposed of On Tuesday. 

Wafhlngton. Feb. 5.—The Senate haa 
laJd out an extended programme for 
Itself this week. According to this 
plan Monday and Tuesday will be 
given over almost entirely to the State¬ 
hood Bill. Wednesday the Senate will 
proceed to the hall of the House of 
Representatives and assist in canvass¬ 
ing the electoral vote. On Monday the 
Statehood Bill will be displaced tem¬ 
porarily In order to permit the man¬ 
agers of the Swayne Impeachment 
trial to present the replication of the 
House of Representatives to Judge 
Swayne’s answer In the proceedings 
against him. but it Is not expected that 
they will consume much time. Appro¬ 
priation bills will occupy the balance 
of the time during the xveek. The Re¬ 
publican Steering Committee ha* de¬ 
cided that the Pure Food Bill shall be¬ 
come the unfinished business after the 
disposal of the Statehood Bill, but It 
is not believed that much if any time 
will be found this xveek for Its consid¬ 
eration. 

The Agricultural Appropriation Bill 
Is now under consideration and will 
continue to be discussed as opportunity 
affords, and it Is expected that by the 
time It Is out of the way the District 
of Columbia aud Indian Appropriation 
Bills will be ready for consideration. 
With the Statehood Bill out of the way, 
the policy will be to press the supply 
bill* persistently, and nothing but the 
Bwayne trial will be permitted to stund 
in their way. 

In accordance with the unanimous 
agreement reached, the Statehood Bill 
and all amendments offered to It will 
be voted on before adjournment on 
Tuesday. _

RUSSIAN TACTICS 


PROVE SUCCESSFUL IN ARGEN¬ 
TINE UPRISING. 


Over Thirty Rioters Killed or Wound¬ 
ed Saturday and Order Prac¬ 
tically Restored. 


At Point of Pistol While Highway¬ 
men Went Through His Gro¬ 
cery Store. 


Buenos Ayres, Feb. 5.—In attacks 
upon police stations Saturday mofnlng 
several rioters were killed, about thirty 
were injured and 250 arrested. Order 
has been completely restored, and to¬ 
day the city presents a normal aspect. 

Ex-President Roca has telegraphed 
President Quintana offering his serv¬ 
ices In aid of the restoration of order..

With a view to avoiding bloodshed 
the Government ha* ssnt a sufficiently 
large force of men to Mendoza and 
Cordoba to easily overpower the few 
hundreds of revolutionaries.

TALKS STRAIGHT TO POINT. 


Greeted By Large Congregations anfl 
Formally Welcomed By Dr. 
Craik. 


CHURCH MEMBERS IMPRESSED, 


The satisfaction with which'the mem' 
her* of the Episcopal Church greeted 
the election of the Rev. Charles E. 
Woodcock as Bishop of Kentucky was 
confirmed yesterday when Bishop 
Woodcock made his first public ap¬ 
pearance among his church people, of. 
delating at three services, the morn¬ 
ing anrl afternoon services at Christ 
Church Cathedral and the evening per- 
vlcep at 8t. Andrew's church. By his 
appearance, his bearing and his preach¬ 
ing he instantly won a place In the 
hearts of the church members and on 
every hand as the congregations left 
the churches the members could be 
seen congratulating each other and 
commenting that "he is the right man 
In the right pL 

The falling sleet and disagreeable 
weather did not serve to keep the peo¬ 
ple away from church, so eager wero 
they to catch *lglu of the new bishop 
and the great auditorium of the Cathe¬ 
dral was filled almost to Its capacity at 
the morning service, where for the first 
time Bi?hop Woodcock took part In a 
church service tn the diocese. His 
first sermon was preached then and 
xvlth the greatest interest It wo* await- 
ed. In it Bishop Woodcock naturally 
referred to his coming to take up tha 
work of Bishop Dudley, and in a frank, 
confidential manner that left nothing 
to be guessed or misunderstood, he ex¬ 
plained hit* position, told what he ex¬ 
pected to do and what he expected of 
the members of the church. He did 
not hesitate to say that he expected 
work and hard work In the Interest 
of the church from every member. 

• • • 

To Imitiate No Man. 

In referring to the fact that he suc¬ 
ceeded Bishop Thomas Underwood 
Dudley. Bishop Woodcock eloquently 
spoke of the greatness of the dead 
bishop, and said that he did not hop** 
to fill hia place, but on the other hand, 
he «ald, that even were he able to fill 
it. he wanted It known that he came 
not to fill any man’s place nor to imr 
Itot*. but "a* God give him the 
strength, to make a plrce for himself." 

The services at the Cathedral were 
not elaborated because of the arrival 
of the bishop. The processional wa* 
imposing, led by the crucifer down 
the right aisle and through the center 
aisle to the chancel. The choristers 
followed the crucifer and In turn were 
followed by the clergy, the Rev. Mr. 
Goddard, the Rev. M. M. Benton, the 
Rev. Charles E. Craik, dean of the 
Cathedral, and last of all. the bishop. 
Before him wu* carried the emblem 
of his office, the bishop's staff, formed 
In the shape of a shepherd's crook and 
symbolizing his position a* the guard¬ 
ian of his flock. Tall, slender and 
clean-cut, the bishop made an Impres¬ 
sive figure In his robes. 

The service opened with the Litany 
which was said by Dr. Craik. and the 
Bishop’s first words to the congrega¬ 
tion were In the ante-communion 
sendee, when he led in saving the 
Lord's prayer. He also Intoned the 
decalogue, the choir singing the re¬ 
sponse.

Welcomed By Dr. Craik. 


A formal welcome was extended to 
Bishop Woodcock by Dr. Craik Just be. 
fore the sermon. Dr. Craik recalled 
that, but little over a year ago, a large 
congregation had assembled In the Ca¬ 
thedral to take part in the last sen*- 
tces of the church over the body of 
Bishop Dudley, lie said he would re¬ 
peat now, as had been said then, that 
no man could ever fill Bishop Dudley's 
place, that he was one of America’s 
distinguished men. honored all over 
this country and In Europe, and that 
while others honored him. Kentucky 
loved him. But though Bishop Dud¬ 
ley was dead, hl« work must go on. 
Dr. Craik said, and Bishop Woodcock 
had been called on to take up the duties. 
He expressed the confidence of the 
chirrh people In their new bishop, and 
turning to him said that they had asked 
him to sit in the Episcopal choir, to 
take up the staff of his office and that 
in the name of the Cathedral, tho 
church of oil the Episcopalians of the 
diocese, he bade the new blphop wel¬ 
come to Kentucky and promised him 
the support and earnest co-operation 
of his church people.

The AwSsoc4at.cn e<f Wholesale Liquor 
Dealers Is represented as being "a vol¬ 
untary association of Independent dis¬ 
tillers and! dealers, having no connec¬ 
tion with the Whisky Tiust and or¬ 
ganized e-dely for protection." The 
broad charge Is made that the Whisky 
Trust is composed of certain firms w ho 
bottle whisky In bund, and that sev¬ 
eral of the leading advocate* of the 
Pure Food Bill In Ms present form are 
in the pay of the trust. Among those 
Identified wltfh the pure food agitation 
who are thus accused of being In the 
employ of the trust Is the secretary 
of the National ArsoclaitIon of State 
Dairy and Food Departments, concern¬ 
ing whom the circular states that "this 
whisky Interest (the Whisky Trust) 
has also secured the personal services 
of the secretary of the National Asso¬ 
ciation of State Dairy and Food De¬ 
partments. for the purpose of advanc¬ 
ing their Interests under the bill and 
advertizing bottled-in-bond whisky, 
though it may be adel that his use of 
h!w office in this direction 1* without 
authority of the association or any of

The' circular ohtlms that the trust is 
doing all it can to force the passage of 
the bill In 1U present form, and say*: 
"Should the bill b'corre a la'W in such 
a form, bottled-in-bond whiskies, the 
most dangerous to Tht health of the 
drinker, would be given a decided, erm- 
mercinl advantage over blends, which 
Is the least deleterious cf the two." 

It Is alro aJleged that bottled -In-bond 
whisky "is mosit Impure on account of 
the expose!ve quantities of fusel all In 
It." and tha<t under the bending Pure 
Food Bill such whisky would no* be 
touched, as the bill does not "requtre 
any label upon such bo’.tie;* warning 
tho public of Its dangeTous character 
ahd the large percentage of fusel oil 
which it contains." 

Mr. Stnuber says that the association , 
favors the pofS'ige of laws, both State | 
and Federal, "which will absolutely 
prohibit the sale of whisky containing 
any poisonous or delirious euV’.once 
whatever, whether added or otherwise." 
He also charge* that "covert efforts" 
are being made by the W hisky Trust to 
stampede the Senate tw pass the pend¬ 
ing bill.

WORKMEN’S MANIFESTO 

Disclaims the Delegation Which Vis¬ 
ited Tsftiskoe-Selo. 

St. Petersburg, Feb. 6, 2:36 a. m.— 
The workmen to the number of 4,000 
In the car shops here have drawn up 
a manifesto disclaiming the delegates 
who were put forward as representing 
them in the deputation which visited 
Emperor Nicholas at Tsarskoe-Selo on 
Wednesday, February 1. They assert 
that these men were selected by the 
employers and were not representa¬ 
tives of the workmen. The employes 
of one or two other factories may fol¬ 
low suit; but the workmen In general 
are Inclined to stand by the deputa¬ 
tion. 

There were a few slight collisions 
between Lessner’s workmen and the 
police guarding the factory yesterday. 
Poland, however, continues to be the 
storm center of the disturbances. 
Though the strike has ceased In some 
establishments, it Jiaa assumed a more 
Important phase by its extension to the 
great coal mines and sugar factories, 
and three more Governments have 
been placed under martial law. Police 
and Cossacks have had to break up a 
number of demonstrations and quell 
disorders, but as yet there has been 
no repetition of rioting on the scale of 
the first collisions.

Lodz. Feb. 6.—The situation here has 
reached a critical stage and It will be 
decided to-morrow w’hother the con¬ 
flict shall end or the strike be contin¬ 
ued. The employers met on Saturday 
and decided to reopen all their factories 
on Monday, when men reporting for 
work will be re-engaged and the re¬ 
mainder discharged. A large number 
of workmen are disposed to resume, 
but fear that the malcontents will em¬ 
ploy coercion. 

The newly-appointed Governor Gen¬ 
eral. Arclmovltch. Is giving the closest 
attention to the situation. In the course 
of an interview with the Associated 
Press this afternoon, the Governor 
General said that to-morrow will be 
the critical test. If the strikers once 
resume, he said, the strike will be 
broken. Being asked whether he con¬ 
sidered the strike a political movement, 
the Governor’General answered: "Yes 
and no. It is a labor movement, but 
the strikers’ specific demands were 
suggested by political agitators, many 
of whom w’ere foreigners."

St. Petersburg. Feb. 5.—Foreign Min¬ 
ister Lnmsdorff. In an official note to Sir 
Charles Hardinge, the British Ambas¬ 
sador. has formally disavowed the ac¬ 
tion of Deputy Chief of Police Roud- 
neff, of Moscow.

JAPANESE COLONY TO 

BE PLANTED IN TEXAS. 


SERIOUS SKIRMISHES 

On Shakhe and Hun Rivers On Fri¬ 
day and Saturday. 

Tokio, Feb. 5. 3 p. m.—There w’ere a 
number of serious skirmishes along the 
Shakhe and Hun rivers Friday night 
and Saturday. The Russians shelled 
portions of the Japanese line* Friday 
night and small bodies of Russians 
attacked Waltao ami Titi mountain* 
and place* in those vicinities. Report* 
received from Japanese Manchurian 
headquarters say that all the attacks 
were repulsed. 

Friday afternoon Russian batteries 
stationed at Lluchlentun and Wanppo 
mountain, north of the Shakhe river, 
and at other places shelled the Japan¬ 
ese position*. Saturday morning 600 
cavalry', comprising one force, and two 
companies of infantry and one battery 
of another, simultaneously attacked 
Chltaltse on the right bank of the Hun 
river. The Russians appeared to have 
reserves. The Japanese garrison at 
Chltaltse w r aa defending the place when 
the report o( the attack was for¬ 
warded. 

Three hundred Russian cavalry’ wtth 
two guns occupied Songchin, on Plak- 
sln bay. Northeastern Korea. January 
24. but abandoned the town January 
28 and retired northward. 

“NO PEACE PROPOSALS,“ 


Said Ambassador Durand After a 

White House Conference. 

Washington. Feb. ,6.—Sir Mortimer 
Durand, the British Ambassador, was 
at the White House to-night and was 
in conference with President Roose 
velt for almost an hour. With him 
also was Mr. Spring-Rice, formerly at¬ 
tached to the British embassy at 
Washington, but now first secretary of 
the British embassy at St. Petersburg. 
Mr. Spring-Rice Is a personal friend 
of the President, whom he has known 
for some time. The presence of Am 
bassador Durand at the White House 
on a Sunday night—quite ojt unusual 
thing for him—In company with Mr. 
Spring-Rice, who Is in the United 
States on a brief vacation and fresh 
from Bt. Petersburg, gave rise to the 
surmise that the cessation of the war 
between Russia and Japan might be 
under consideration. The Ambassador 
declared when leaving that there was 
nothing of Interest talked about, and 
that he had nothing to say. When 
pressed for an answer as to u’hether 
the question of peace between the 
warring nations hud been talked of. he 
replied very' laconically, "No peace 
proposals; no nothing." 

JAPANESE DEFEATED 

In Attack On Village of Shantan, 
February 2 and 3. 

Mukden. Feb. 4. Delayed.—During the 
night of February 1 the Japanese artil¬ 
lery facing the Russian right opened a 
terrific fire on the Russian positions 
southeast of Sandlapu. In preparation 
for nn attack Th* Russian artillery 
replied, and the cannonading lasted un¬ 
til noon. 

During th* night of February 2 the 
Japanese attacked the village of Sohan- 
tan and adjoining Russian positions, 
but by daylight of February 3 they had 
been defeated along the entire front 
The Russians even advanced slightly 
The Russian losses were about 300 and 
those of the Japanese were heavy. 

Japanese prisoner? believe that an 
Important movement Is pending. 


Splendid Tract of Land Secured For 
the Growing and Manufacture 
of Silk. 


San Antonio. Tex., Feb. 5.—In an In¬ 
terview- to-day B. F. Yoakum, chair¬ 
man of. the hoard of the Frisco sys¬ 
tem and president of the St. Lotris, 
Brownsville and Mexico road, gave out 
the following details concerning the 
recent visit to Texas of a number of 
commissioners from the Japanese Gov¬ 
ernment : 

"As a result of the vhdt of these 
gentlemen, a great Japanese colony 
will be planted In Southwestern Texas, 
for the growing and manufacture of 
silk. A splendid tract of land ha* 
been secured and upon each five acres 
of this will be settled a single Japan¬ 
ese family. It was the opinion of 
the commissioners that the Japanese 
with their methods of cultivation would 
reap a profit of at least $2<K) per acre 
In silk cultivation. Ttye first install¬ 
ment of Japanese, numbering five or 
rix hundred perrons, will leave Japan 
In the courre of two or three months." 


RUSSIAN VOLUNTEERS 

Are Harassing the Japanese Forces, 
Says Kuropatkin. 

St. Petersburg. Feb. 6.—Gen. Kuropat¬ 
kin In a report to Emperor Nicholas 
say 8: 

"No fighting was reported on Febru¬ 
ary 4. At present activity is confined 
to operations by our volunteers which 
harass the enemy. There Is artillery 
firing on both pldes und a hasty 
strengthening of positions by both the 
Russians and Japanese." 

Gen. Kuropatkin on Friday reported 
the repulse of the Japan**3 advanced 
guard on the left flank toward Siio^t 
and Chansan with slight loss:**, the 
Japanese leaving fifty dead on the field. 

Nothing In the Peace Line. 

Washington. Feb. 6.—The German 
embassy to-night, upon the receipt of 
a cablegram from the home Govern¬ 
ment. authorized the statement that 
there had not been even so much ns 
on exchange of ideas between the Ber¬ 
lin and London Governments regard¬ 
ing the ending of the war In the Far 
East. 

Report of Gen Matsumara’s Death. 

London, Feb. 6.—Gen. Matsumara, 
according to the Tokio correspondent 
of the Dally Telegraph, has died at the 
front from congestion of the brain. He 
commanded the operations nt 203-Meter 
Hill and was decorated and promoted 
for heroism.

“TAIL-TWISTERS” GO ON STRIKE 

AT BOVRBON STOCKYARDS. 

Make Several Trips Driving One Consignment of 
Hogs and Demand Full Fay For Each Trip. 


Fifteen or twenty dth-gruntled "fail- 
twUttera," employed by the Louisville 
Packing Company, went on a strike at 
the Bourbon Stockyards Saturday aft¬ 
ernoon. The tali-tw later la a stockyard 
product, not being useful, or necessary 
In any other line of Industry, and youth 
doe*s not make a high point of excel¬ 
lence in the calling an impossibility. 
Hog« and cattle are unloaded at the 
stockyards, consigned to various pack¬ 
ing-houses. and small boys, ranging In 
nge from ten to fifteen years, are re¬ 
quired to drive the animals to their 
final destination*. These are "tall- 
twi*ters," und their pay Is fifteen cents 
a trip from the stockyards to any pack¬ 
ing-house. 

On Saturday the Louisville Packing 
Company received many consignments 
of hogs of different grades, requiring 
more than the ordinary number of 
trips, that the different grades might 
not become mixed. This was hlghl} 
satisfactory to the "tail-twisters" until 
the time to be paid came, when each 
one found himself short s veral tilp*. 
They took up the question with the 


cashier of the packing company, who 
informed them that to demand the reg¬ 
ular price for driving a few hog* at tho 
time, when all could have been driven 
at once, if of the fame grade, was ex¬ 
orbitant. and that the company would 
not hear to paytng It. 

Capital and labor had one of their 
"parting* of the ways." and the boys 
announced that no others might drive 
hog» until they had received their fu.l 
wage? for each trip. Accordingly they 
took their stand at the Bourbon Stock- 
yard?. and endeavored to keep away the 
| crowd of lbs" that appeared to take 
their neglected Jobs. 

While they threatened dire things to 
the "scabs." nothing more serious than 
billingsgate wn« Indulged In, and the 
substitutes had the opportunity of try¬ 
ing their hands on th^ flow and refrac¬ 
tory 6Wlne. The strikers declare that 
j ihey will not return to work ustlLthey 
have been paid, and the Louisville 
Packing Company will hardly accede to 
thdr demands, muklng & strung prob¬ 
ability that fifteen or twenty jobs wl.l 
be awaiting applicants this morning.

REAL ESTATE MARKET QUIET. 


Alfred Brnndei*. chairman of the 
Transportation Committee of the Board 
of Trade, has called a meeting <rf the 
new committee for 12 o'clock to-mor¬ 
row, when an organisation will be ef¬ 
fected and the work of the year begun.

•It ip considered possible, however, 
that no decision of the question will 
be reached at this scair.n, and in that 
event the Louisville Board of Trade 
will take a hand In the case.

Robert TV. Bingham, chairman of the 
committee organized for the purpose of 
establishing a hospital for the treat¬ 
ment of tuberculosis, raid yesterday 
that the plan wo* being received with 
general approval and that much inter¬ 
est has alrertdy been shown. It Is esti¬ 
mated that it will not take more than 
15,000 t opu; the hospital In operation* 
and a number of large contributions 
•have been promised. The matter has 
l>een taken up by the directors of the 
CYnvmereial Ulub and given their sup¬ 
port. The plan was originated by Miss 
Eleanor Tarrant, who called a melting 
last Tuesday ndght at The Neighbor¬ 
hood House, at which the Amt steps 
were taken. Miss Tarrant ha* come 
constantly in touch svlth the ravages of 
the disease among the poor erf the city, 
and realizes probably belter than any 
one else the gread need for «ui h an In¬ 
stitution. It. hns been learned that 
about 600 person* die of tuberculosLs o* 
Ihe lungs In Louisville each year, and 
that there are constantly about 6.000 
case* In the dty. When the hospital Is 
established the city will be asked to 
support It. _ _

AN EXHIBIT OF PROGRESS. 


Owensboro, Ky.. Feb. 5.—(Special.)— 
On Thursday'. February 16. the twenty- 
seventh annual convention of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association of 
Kentucky will meet In Owensboro and 
will remain in session four days. In 
many respects this will be the most 
important convention ever held by the 
8t»ue organization, and It will be, In a 
sense, unique. Some features of the 
convention will be new to Kentucky 
aasr>clAtion men, and the work will be 
Instructive to all of them. 

Although twenty-six annual conven¬ 
tions have been held, many of them in 
the largest cities in the State, this will 
be the first ever held in a city where 
the Y. M. C. A. building furnished ade¬ 
quate accommodations for official pur¬ 
poses. In fact, no convention has ever 
been held where there was n building 
erected especially for association pur¬ 
poses. At Louisville, Lexington. Padu¬ 
cah. Henderson and other cities old 
mansions have been purchased and 
overhauled In such a way as to answer 
for association purposes. But these 
have never been sufficient for the ac¬ 
commodation of State conventions, 
Everywhere that conventions have 
been held it has been necessary to rent 
rooms at a hotel for offices. 

• • • 

The Owensboro Building. 


General Secretary W. F. Maylott, of 
the local association. Although Mr. 
Maylott has been In Owensboro only 
a few months, he has the situation 
completely In hand and It Is assured 
that the convention will go off without 
a hitch. Mr. Maylott ha* had consid¬ 
erable experience In handling conven¬ 
tions, and many of the new features 
that will be Introduced were decided 
upon at his suggestion. A year ago 
Secretary Maylott entertained the 
State convention of New Hampshire nt 
Keene, where he was then general sec¬ 
retary. 

The Y. M. C. A. State convention will 
differ from most conventions In that 
Sunday will be the most Important day. 
Most conventions, even those of a relig¬ 
ious* nature, practically finish business 
and many of tht? delegates go home 
before Sunday. If Sunday services are 
Held, only the speakera and a few oth¬ 
ers remain over. In this convention, 
the climax of the w r ork will oome on 
Sunday. Sunday morning the pulpit 
of every Protestant church In the city 
will be filled by a prominent asso¬ 
ciation worker. There will be enough 
of them present to supply all the 
churches, with a surplus for Impromptu 
meetings. At 3 o'clock Sunday after¬ 
noon three great mass-meetings will 
be held, at which threeof the most prom¬ 
inent Y M. C. A. workers In the United 
States will speak. The central, and 
probably the most largely attended, of 
these meetlngr will be held at the Third 
Baptilst church. Another will be held 
in Seven Hills and the third in the 
western part of the city. The places 
for the meetings in the outlying por¬ 
tions of the city have not been decided 
upon. Six prominent evangelists., any 
one of whom would be competent to 
lead in any of these meeting*, will be 
in attendance upon the convention. 

• • • 

Array of Intellectual Men. 


Owensboto has. at present, the best 
association building In the State. This 
will not be so a year hence, as both 
Covington and Lexington have build¬ 
ings In process of erection that are 
more costly and quite aa convenient, 
but this winter the Owensboro build¬ 
ing Is the only one in the State that 
would adequately house the conven¬ 
tion. Experts on the requirements of 
association buildings say that the one 
In this city Is one of the most complete 
In the entire country, being adapted to 
all the varied needs of association 
work. 

During the four days of the conven¬ 
tion, the Y. M. C. A. building will 
present the appearance of an office 
building of some great business con¬ 
cern. The various State officials and 
special officlnls of the convention will 
be installed in rooms adapted to their 
needs, and rooms will be provided for 
committees, in such a way that the 
various committees will not encroach 
upon each other, no matter how’ many 
of them meet on uny one day. 

After the requisite number of offices 
are provided there will still be ample 
room In the building for all social pur¬ 
poses and for the athletic work. The 
assembly hall and the large space on 
the first floor will be used for social 
occasions except on a single evening, 
when the gymnasium will be used. 

• • • 

The Public Meetings. 

An auditorium is the only necessity 
for which the convention will have to 
go out of the building. The Third 
Baptist church building has been ten¬ 
dered the committee, and will be used 
for all public meeting*. This Is the 
largest auditorium in the city and Its 
adaptability to large gatherings ha* 
been tested on numerous occasions. 
However large the crowds In attend¬ 
ance upon any of the meetings, this 
auditorium will afford ample seating 
capacity. 

• ♦ • 

Preparations Complete. 


An extensive and varied array of in¬ 
tellectual men will attend the conven¬ 
tion and deliver addresses. Men prom¬ 
inent in denomlnntioriaJ and pastoral 
work, presidents of colleges, prominent 
educators, eminent lay workers and 
business men will be among the speak¬ 
ers. The eccentricities usually ap¬ 
parent when only technical men speak 
will thus be avoided. 

Two features of association work 
never before attempted in Kentucky 
will mark this meeting. One of these 
will be a public exhibition of the gym¬ 
nasium work in the various associa¬ 
tions over the State. There are a num¬ 
ber of reason* why this ha* never be¬ 
fore been attempted, one of the most 
Important being In the fact that there 
was no suitable gymnasium in any 
city where conventions have previously 
been held. The local gymnasium is 
well fitted and the work can be done 
to the best advantage. The gymna¬ 
sium exhlb! '.on will take place at 3 
o'clock .Saturday afternoon. Each as¬ 
sociation In the State Is entitled to 
send rix men, three to compete In the 
gymnastic events and three in the ath¬ 
letic events. The association scoring 
the greatest number of points will bt* 
awarded the championship. The 
Owensboro squad stands an excellent 
chance of winning In the athletic con¬ 
test*. but their showing will not be so 
good In the gymnastic events.

“Any railroad or other corporation 
organized for the tran?*portatU>n of 
freight or passengers shall not possess 
or exercise any power or powers other 
than such as pertain exclusively to the 
purposes of transportation; nor shall 
any transportation corporation, directly 
or indirectly, lease, own. control, hold 
or operate nny mine or quarry; nor 
ehall It hold, possess or vote or use any 
stock in any corporation engaged In 
mining or quarrying. But the provis¬ 
ion* of this section shall not be con¬ 
strued to prevent any such tran?por- 
taflon con>oratlon from owmlng and 
operating a coal mine or quarry to sup¬ 
ply fuel or atone needed in the con¬ 
struction nnd operation of lta road or 
from erecting and operating a tele¬ 
graph or telephone fine for it* own 
bueinoss.”

The north half of 
the block which had been neglected 
was built up solid with only an alley 
separating the buildings from the rear 
of the public square. There was no 
eligible space for enlarging the public 
structure or appropriate for a new* one. 
The consequence was that ground had 
to be purchused at heavy cost across 
the alley and a building erected In the 
crowded block, qf nondescript archi¬ 
tecture and connected with the more 
stately structure by an unsightly cor¬ 
ridor, void of eKher taste or oriia.ment. 

By the light of such experience which 
finds lllustiatlon In every part of pur 
growing country, similar mistake 
should b* avoided In regard to the new' 
Capitol grounds The property w"hich 
can now be bought at a relatively low 
figure will be enhanced in price many 
fold by the erection of tho new Capitol, 
and should additional ground be re¬ 
quired *t would ccet a round sum. The 
area of the grounds should also be so 
bounded bv streets fhat objectionable/ 
buildings cannot be erected which would 
Impair the view, or from other cause 
in time require their purchase at what¬ 
ever the owners might see fit to ask. 
Lack of familiarity with the plat or 
acreage which causes the present con¬ 
tention does not warrant an expression 
of opinion as to the merits of the di¬ 
verse views. But a general knowledge 
of the topography prompts the sugges¬ 
tion that ns to the two principal fronts, 
Todd tired should form the northern 
and Second street the- western boun¬ 
dary. This would square out the tract 
and forever prevent encroachment of 
undesirable tenants or buildings, nnd 
should the Btate at any time see fit to 
sell any portion, it could do so with 
enhanced profit.

A Remarkable Career. 

Tn the reports of the death of Mr. 
Anthony Kelley, who was run over in 
Paris, many people failed to recognize 
I a man who had a very remarkable 
career, especially as the name w'af* mls- 
I spelled In some of the accounts. Less 
than a score of years ago the deceased 
w'os the subject of an international 
issue of some interest. 

Mr. Kelley w'as born In New* Jersey 
of Irish parents seventy^wo years ago, 
but was brought up In Virginia, edu¬ 
cated at Randolph Macon College, and 
became a newspaper editor ami an ac¬ 
tive politician before the w'ar. He was 
a Douglas Democrat and opposed se¬ 
cession, but went with his adopted 
State and served In the Confederate 
army. After the war he returned to 
Journalism, but held several offices 
including that of Mayor of Richmond. 
Mr. Cleveland In Iris Ann term appoint¬ 
ed Kelley minister to Italy, but ob¬ 
jection was made to him on account 
of expressions of his with reference to 
the temporul power of the Pops. This 
was not considered a good objection 
in the United States, hut the right of 
every Government 'to pronounce a min¬ 
ister persona non grata w*«s recognized, 
and Mr. Kelley was named as minister 
to Austria. But Mr. Kelley’s wife was 
a Jewess, and this led to objection, and 
his resignation. There was a good 
deal of feeling over the matter at the 
tlrno, but Mr. Kelley was named a a 
Justice of the International Court of 
Appeals at Cairo, Egypt. In this po¬ 
sition he served for fifteen years, act¬ 
ing as Chief Justice. After his retire¬ 
ment he made his home in London.

The Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
is having a hard time In getting the 
money for Its claim aguln&t the Federal 
Government. It has been allowed, and 
a warrant Issued for its payment. The 
warrant Is not protested, and there is 
no pretense that the fund* are lacking 
to pay It. The amount Is for $1.60O.COO, 
and the Bay State needs the money. 
But the warrant is In the possession 
of one J. B. Cotton, as agent for the 
State. Cotton Is willing to surrender 
the warrant as soon »s he Is paid $160.- | 
000, W'hlch he clalma as hts fee for col 
lectlug the claim, on the busis of 10 
per cent, of the amount recovered. The 
State authorities have refused to settle 
on this basis. They uppear t<£ think 
the charge exorbitant, and. besides, 
they do not relish being held up in 
that way.

Astronomers are much interested now 
In certuln spots on the sun, two of 
which have lately made their appear 
a nee. one of which is said to be 80,000 
miles In diameter. These are In addi¬ 
tion to the well-knowm triangular spot 
70.000 miles In diameter. As the world 
ha* a diameter of about 8.000 miles, 
while that of the sun Ls about 8J3.000 
miles, . 118 volume exceeding that of 
the earth 1.253.000 time*, these spots 
are not relatively largeenough to excite 
alarm, although by some their presence 
Is supposed to account somewhat for 
the unusually cold weather which pre 
vails so widely. There is consolation, 
however In the thought that the local 
causes which have given rise to them 
may continue long enough to tenypeT 
the heat of next summer to a degree 
which will compensate for the present 
glaciation. As the sun has a mean 
distance of about 82.000.000 miles from 
the earth, it speaks well for the Im¬ 
provement In astronomical telescopes 
that scientists are able to make such 
accurate Investigation of It* surface. 
Herscjiql a century and a quarter ago 
' I su{Rested that these spots were vapor¬ 
ous, somewhat of the nature of our 
clouds, and the trend of modern ec’ence 
tends to confirm the theory.

He 
Ifm * Stal,8S Hotel owing a board 
bill of $40, and there Is an unpaid ac¬ 
count due Dr. H. W. Harrison for $30, 
which was contracted for a woman 
who claimed to be Abbott's wife. If 
she was, he committed bigamy on his 
deathbed at Muncie. Ind.. when he 
married Mrs. Clara Tuttle, tfrho still 
believes he had a fortune of $200,000 
and life Insurance amounting to $20,000. 

Abbott went to Jeffersonville in June 
and remained until the latter part of 
August. Abbott said he came from In¬ 
dianapolis and was an organizer for 
the Benevolent Order of Colonials, an 
organization that was not known in 
Jeffersonville. He w'ent to work and 
secured enough names to start a lodge. 
•From those he induced to Join the 
Colonials he collected between $40 and 
$60. but made no return to the Grand 
Lodge at Indianapolis. This caused J. 
H. Olmstead. Grand Secretary, to visit 
Jeffersonville for an Interview with 
Abbott, but the only result was that 
the order finally decided to stand the 
loss and let the organizer go unpun¬ 
ished. There are about eight members 
of the order still working under the 
charter issued through Abbott at Jef¬ 
fersonville.

ly as ony revolution must welcome adhe¬ 
rents to Its standards. Cm the other hand 
if the Western Jockey Club should Insist 
upon te*mg the governing body, it must 
make and must enforce penalties for de¬ 
sertion or It must lapse. And its nor.cn- 
forceinent of outlawry. shouUi U be a 
matter of fact and not entirely within 
the realms, would be tantamount to sur- 
render. 

Perhaps th* most reasonable thing of 
all is that both organization*, through tho 
stockholders owning the constituent ports 
of each, have become alarmed at the sit¬ 
uation which thrir Jealousy, their bicker¬ 
ings and the personal animu* of their 
professed spokesmen have created—n sit¬ 
uation which thr^atom*d the very exist¬ 
ence .>r racing Itself In the West.

If any there Is, to anybody, but 
merely to point out the worse than folly 
of doing or saying an) thing at this time, 
no matter what personal or factional ends 
it may serve, which would encourage 
those who are opposed to racing as a 
sport.

It is gratifying that the situation boa 
Improved somewhat, and there may be 
encouragement In the fact that soon the 
new organization will bo In the hands of 
Capt. Brown, Julius Flelschmann and 
Thomas C. McDowell, every one of whom 
not only is a sportsman, but has sub¬ 
stantial Interest* In racing and in breed¬ 
ing. Not one of them would be for the 
conquering of a territory through tho pro¬ 
cess of first making it dfsolate, and 
if only the Western Jockey Club will meet 
them half way. actual warfare will be 
confined to territories of comparatively 
small compos* and in which, whatever the 
war or the method* of carrying It on may 
be, it will not have any large depressing 
effect In any event.

The accession of tho Highland Park As¬ 
sociation, with it* tracks at Detroit and 
Fort Erie, and long meetings thereon, Is 
a very substantial gain for tho new or¬ 
ganization.

JAMES M’CULLOUGH DEAD. 


FURNITURE DEALER ON MAIN 
STREET FOR 38 YEARS. 


FUNERALWILL BE TO MORROW 


While silting in his car at the Caa- 
tlewood end of the Barret-avenue street 
car line Saturday night at 11:12 o'clock, 
Samuel T. Culver, a. motormnn, was 
held up and robbed by two masked 
highwaymen. 

The men entered the car from oppo¬ 
site ends, the one who entered the 
back door presenting & shotgun to Cul¬ 
ver's head and demanding his money 
and valuables. Culver was unable to 
1 protect himself, and he was robbed of 
1 $18.20 In currency, hla revolver And his 
| watch. After t&king the valuables one 
|of the robbers asked Culver what time 
he must leave the loop, and upon btdng 
told remarked: “You have Just three 
minutes; be sure you do not leave be¬ 
fore the time Is out." 

Culver said that 89 he went down 
the (incline leading to tho Castilewood 
loop he heard a whistle, and It was not 
long before he heard footsteps ap¬ 
proaching the car from opposite direc¬ 
tions. He took no notice of this, as peo¬ 
ple come from all direction* to hoard 
the cars, and In a few moments he 
heard rwo men board 4he car, one at 
each end. They wore white handker¬ 
chiefs for masks, and one of them car¬ 
ried a shotgun under his arm. When 
the man with the gun reached a point 
opposite to where Culver was sitting, he 
turned suddenly and pointed the gun 
at Culver’s head, at the same time mak¬ 
ing the demand for the money. Of the 
money stolen $ 12.20 belonged to the 
company, while $6 was Culver's prop¬ 
erty. 

Culver reported his loss to the Inspec¬ 
tors of the* Street Railway Company 
Saturday night, and they made their 
report to the .police department yester¬ 
day. Orders have" been Issued to the 
police to look out for two men answer¬ 
ing^ the scanty* description Culver was 
t^ble to furnish, but no clews have yet 
K been discovered.

Dne of the clerks In a well-known 
elgnr atore was watching a customer 
’/ play a dice gome which is one of the 
induce motif’s offnred at this and many 
other cigar counter* to draw from the 
pockets of wmkerF more mon**y than 
they \yould ordinarily spend The suc¬ 
cess of the man who was rolling de- 
pen-Onl on the number of fives he rolled 
with the four dice. He had phenomenal 
luck, and turned up twenty-five fives 
Jn the twenty times he rolled. Tho 
clerk wont on to explain the peculiarity 
of dice. 

"Dice se^rn to have a fancy for fives. 
We get aers of th* m frequently that , 
show many more fives than uny other 
number. We call It running to flvro. 

• The play.u's ser-m to know this, nnd 
they nearly always select fives when 
they begin to roll. I never have peen 
the dice show partiality for any num- 
Vr other th.au fives, nnd I do not un- 
dvriUini why ihiu is. It m a fact, frow- 


o r Pr *.„ T 1 he *L ve nn<1 * 1 * *td*s of a die 
should be the least frequent thrown, 
for they are lighter, having more holes, 
but this does not seeni to make any 
difference. The fives keep on coming 
Just the same. 

"Of course, If one number shows 
ortener than another It means that the 
dice are not properly made, hut It doe fi 
curious that thl« Irregularity 
should always make the five side come 
up. Instead of some other. Since I have 
neon here we have had a number of 
sets of dice that ran to fives. 

"Another peculiar thing is that nine, 
men out of ten who roll the dice in ' 
this game cho«iec five* or sixes, ft is 
the rarest thing that any one takes on* 
of the smaller numbers. It bray be su¬ 
perstition, but If so almost ail men are 
superstitious, fur "hey will have noth¬ 
ing to do with area or twos. And those 
who win almost always win with the 
larger numbers. Pfves are the favorite 
and are selected most often. Tho six 
comes next In number, but It is away 
behind, while tho other numbers are i 
not in it at all" I 


James McCullough, probably the old¬ 
est business man In point of active 
service in Louisville, died at his home, 
621 West Chestnut street, at 8:15 o'clock 
yesterday morning, after being ill since 
November 14. Mr. McCullough had 
been In the furniture business \n Louis* 
WHO for slxty~one years, and thirty- 
eight ye;u*s of that time owned the es¬ 
tablishment at 322 and 324 West Main 
street, which he operated at the tinre of 
hlsjdeath. Besides being the first man 
to Establish a furniture store fn Louis¬ 
ville. he was also the first furniture 
ir.atmra<nurer in this cUy. selling the 
products tr» his orwn store. 

Mr. MK’ullough whs taken seriously 
ill early in November, and for two days 
h»s death was hourly expected. Later 
he rallied slightly, however, but never 
recovered his strength sufficiently to 
leave his bed, and. on account of his 
extreme age, gradually wasted away 
until hla death occurred yestenlay 
morning. During his Illness he signified 
hie willingness to die, saying on several 
occasion* that he had lived long enough 
and was ready "to go home."

Native of Ireland. 

Mr. McCullough was born In County 
Antrim, near Belfast. Ireland. May 11. 
1817. In his early youth he began work 
as a cabinetmaker with William 
Granger, |n Belfast. A few years later 
the latter moved to America, and was 
so Impressed with the country that he 
wrote Mr. McCullough to Join him. This 
the young man*decided to do, and in 
1840 left Liverpool on the sailing vessel 
Constitution. Six weeks were necessary 
to make the trip, as at that time steam¬ 
boats had Jttstf begun to navigate In 
shallow waters. For nearly a year be 
remained In Baltimore, engaged In 
making pail terns for locomotives, and 
later removed to Henderson. Ky.. where 
he ako remained a year as a cabinet¬ 
maker for Edward McBride. 

Mr. McCullough came to Louisville In 
1 M 1 , and for three years was employed 
at his trade by John Monahan, wjio 
owned a shop on Main street, between 
Second street and Third avenue, which 
is almost the same location as Mr. Mc¬ 
Cullough’s present quarters. 

Mr. McCullough tto«« entered 
the furniture business for hlmeelf. 
with Mr. Stoeffer h* his partner. The 
house was located on J**ff*'r50u street, 
between Fourth avenue and Fifth 
street, nnd for four years the firm did 
a prosperous business. In 1848. however, 
a fire destroyed the stock aJid the part¬ 
nership wag dissolved, but Mr. MoCul-

Devout Presbyterian. 

In his early youth, Mr. McCullough 
Joined the Presbyterian church in Bel¬ 
fast under the Rev. Dr. Morgan, and 
when "he reached LoutsVille. Immedi¬ 
ately jfcineu the same denomination 
with ttR* Rev. Dr. E. D. Humphrey and 
remained a member until his death. Al¬ 
ways of an intensely religious charac¬ 
ter one of Mr. McCullough’s most 
valued possessions was a quaint Bible, 
which had been handed down success¬ 
ively to tbe son "James" in the family 
tor eioveral generation*. Tihi* Bible was 
of Scotch subscription, installments fry¬ 
ing sent monthly un|il the volume was 
complete, and afterward the chapters 
were bound together In one large took. 
This Bible wa» willed to Mi* McCul¬ 
lough hy Mis father, and was sent 
acre»ss the ocean twice eoeh. way in an 
effort to reach Its rightful owner. Aft‘*r 
so many thousand nfiles of wandering, 
a son of tho family, whto attended the 
Belfast Tlicoh>gi« al Bemdrrary, finally 
disiwered It and forwarded it to Mr. 
McCullough, In whose possession It ha» 
glace remained. Tbls b(A»>k could al¬ 
ways b* found on hla dressing table. 

Mr. McCullough's business life was 
one of the longest and mrj*#t honorable 
In the history oh tiOUisville. Many 
house? tin Mnln atree-t have obtained 
greater age, being handed down from 
father to son, but the business of Mr. 
McCullough was without doubt the old. 
est on "the street" in which one man 
had always been the active head. Dur¬ 
ing the entire life of his store the doors 
were never closed *xc©jA on Sunday or 
a legal holiday, and Mr. McCullough 
aiwaya attended to every detail of tho 
business In this , wuy he built up an 
acquaintance all over the State, and 
In many outside cities. Since hU* last 
lllneas beg:m, during which time hl» 
house had been cloned, many firms with 
which he deAlt, have sent tributes to 
his family concerning his life and busi¬ 
ness integrity.

Will Be Closed Forever. 

For a number of years preceding the 
Civil War. Mr. McCullough manufac¬ 
tured all the furniture sold In ble store. 
At that time shipping facilities were 
poor and wholesale houses and manu¬ 
factories few and far between. Under 
such circumstance* it became neces¬ 
sary In manufacture furniture sold In 
Kentucky. In Louisville nnd for several 
years every piece sold from Mr. Mc¬ 
Cullough’s house was manufactured in 
the store. Much <»f thU* work was d«»ne 
by hla own hands. Aft-r the dissolu¬ 
tion of the partnership with Mr. Btoof- 
for, Mr. McCullough nevcraltled wlthnn- 
other man and the business of his house 
will die with him. Realising that h;s 
Illness would be hi* la*t on account of 
his age. work has already begun clos¬ 
ing up hi® business afinlra. and the 
store will never be opened under hla 
name r/ffaln.

NATIONAL BANK CIRCULATION 

AND GOVERNMENT BONDS 


Interesting Discussion of the Subject Which May 
Prove Helpful To Hankers and Holders of 
United States Securities. 


The National City Bank, ©f New York, bo* 
Issued a tJturly and interesting circular on 
Government borate and national bank circula¬ 
tion. and the suggestions It contains may prove 
helpful to bankers. The depositary bank*. It 
L* pointed out. not only repaid to the Govern* 
ment the 10 per cent, call which the Secretary 
of the Treasury made upon them before Jan¬ 
uary 15. but they have gone further and hnve 
already paid In $1,426,500 to apply upon the 
13 per cent, call which has been made for 
March 15. The a*cnnd call would necessitate 
the payment of $13,543,700 on March 13. but 
the payment* already made reduce thnt 
amount to about $ 12.000 000 

The month In the Government bond market 
ha* been made notable by the release of fully 
$7,000,000 bond* which have been held by the 
Trea*ury to secure public deposit* and a iarg.» 
proportion of these bond* wo* at once shifted 
to circulation account. Thr amount of pitbllo 
deposits called January 15 was $9.006.0*O 
There were acme affiance poymeni* made In 
December. About $1,500,000 of State and city 
bond* wen* withdrawn Incident to that call, 
b av.ng now only $411,000 of aucb bonda held 
by the Treasury. 

Only a small amount of Guvernmsnt bonds 
released came into the market, and there has 
been *uf!lc!<?nt inquiry to hold quotation* for 
the 2 m firm. Many banks have not disposed of 
their reieafcod bonds and arc un dec idol as to 
what disposition to make them. A study 
of Treasury slatL*tics devskgts that sornnhing 
like $ 2 , 000,000 of free bond* arc now held 
there awaiting in*lruction* as to their dispo¬ 
sition. ThH Indicates that rather unusual In¬ 
decision exists In (he* mind* of banker* as to 
whnt disposition to make of Government bonds 
on hand. 

There seem to be two reasons prominently In 
tho minds of hanker* lending to this Indecision. 
They beaUate about selling bonds at tho pres¬ 
ent prlc«»t because, with few exceptions, they 
paid more than pre^u't pricon for their hold¬ 
ing* On the other hand, they hesitate about 
u» ng the bonda as a basis for further note is¬ 
sue* because of the Increased difficulty they 
mny have In keeping such additional circula¬ 
tion fully employed. Statistics from the last 
report r»f the Controller of the Currency, how¬ 
ever, show that throughout the country as a 
whole practically 00 per cent, of oil the bank 
note* issued ore outstanding % 

It seems certain thnt the Government's cash 
holdings will be largHy reduced before the 
Panama bond* are issued. Orngrtea gives no 
tndicatKuu of a reduction In appropi lat ions and 
the (•resent outlo>k Indicates that the next (la¬ 
ck I year will show a targe deficit. Con 6 *nuod 
reduction of Government dcpoviUi may be 
looked for with certainty. This mean* the re¬ 
leasing of bond* now held to secure public de¬ 
posits. If banks (all to see any rtosorw likely 
to advance Tho market so that they can sell 
their bonds without loss a further Increase of 
circulation !« probable. But what cause for 
an advance in the market thero will be Is not 
apparent at pretent. 

There Is a growing dispceitlon on the part 
of many banker* to inquire into the relative 
merits of the various Issues of Government

Tbvre are several contingencies, bovrever.

JOHN HOLDEN. A ‘‘BAD NIGGER,’’ 
KILLED BY CHARLES WHINS. 


Had Cut Whins In Head When His 
Victim 8 eized Weapon and 
Killed Him. 


Action will be taken In the matter 
of the proposed sewer improvement at 
the meeting of the New Albany Ooun 
cil to-night. The contract for the lm 
provement was awarded at the meet 
Ing the night of January 16 to P. J. 
McNcrney & Co., of Brownstown and 
Indianapolis, for $207,310. A few days 
after this action of the Council. Mayor 
Grose announced that he would not 
sign the contract, giving his reasons 
for objecting. Since then McNerney 
A Co. have filed their bond of $430,000 
for the faithful performance of the 
contract with City Clerk Brlsby. the 
surety being the Federal TniBt and 
Surety Company, of Indianapolis. This 
bond 1 will be submitted to the Council 
to-night, and will be approved, after 
which the contractors will arrange to 
begin work on the Improvement at 
once. 

The ordinance providing for the sew¬ 
er Improvement was adopted several 
months ago by a vote of ten ayes to 
four noes, aiul no objection was made 
by the Mayor until after the contract 
was awarded three weeks ago. H. E. 
Jewett. City Attorney, and other ex¬ 
perienced lawyers of New Albany, who 
have looked into the matter, have said 
that the Mayor's signature to the con¬ 
tract is not necessary in order to mnke 
it valid. This opinion is also held by 
the attorneys acting for McNerney A 
Co., as well os by the bonding com¬ 
pany, which became security for that 
firm. 

Considerable curiosity has been man¬ 
ifested in New Albany In regard to the 
cost of sewer improvement to prop¬ 
erty owners for each lineal foot of 
frontage, that being the easiest meth¬ 
od of computation. Councilman Fou- 
gerousse. of the Second ward, president 
of the Council, and one of the most en¬ 
thusiastic advocates of the sewer sys¬ 
tem, has had an estimate made, and 
he said that If the city pays for the 
street and alley Intersections the cost 
to the property owner will be 84 cents 
a lineal foot. ‘Should the city not pay 
for these intersections the cost will be 
$ 1 . 12 . 


bany could be Induced to pay their 
taxes promptly it is believed there 
would be no difficulty whatever In op¬ 
erating the city's affair? on the pro¬ 
ceeds of a tax levy of $1.25 on the $1W> 
valuation, leaving a frnall surplus to 
be applied to permanent Improvements. 
The current expenses, police and fire 
departments, city officer?, street de¬ 
partment, etc., amount to about 
a mouth, and to this may be added 
the cost of fire hydrants and street 
lighting, amounting to $31,000 a year. 
To these may be added the Interest on 
the bonded debt, whlrih will make the 
total in the neighborhood of $100,000 an¬ 
nually. It to believed that the New Al¬ 
bany residents have had such a costly 
experience In suffering their taxes to 
become delinquent for a period extend¬ 
ing in some Instances over ten and 
twelve years, that hereafter the greater 
part will be promptly paid when due.

LID ON TIGHT.

After he had pushed Charles Whins 
to the wall and stabbed him In. the 
bead In a row over a cigarette, John 
Holden, the negro bully of “The 
Chute," was disunited by his victim 
and stabbed to death in the alley back 
of George Carle’s saloon, at Floyd and 
Linden streets. The killing occurred at 
2:30 o’clock In the Afternoon. 

The men had been In the tudooci, but 
had not spoken to each other until 
Whin* asked Della Taylor, who was 
with Holden, to give him a cigarette. 
The woman was about to grunt the re¬ 
quest when Holden began to abuse 
Whins, cursing him, and making move¬ 
ments toward him with his fists. Whins 
did not take offense at the curses ami 
made no reply to them, when sudden 
ly Holden sprang forward with a large 
knife in his hand. He stubbed Whins 
fl\ the head, above the temple, the 
point of the blade breaking off in the 
skull. They struggled together, Whins 
finally throwing Holden to the ground, 
when Holden loosened his grasp on the 
knife. Whins seized the knife, and. 
twisting his arm loose from Holden’s 
bold, stabbed him In the neck, severing 
the carotid artery. He died almost Im¬ 
mediately. 

Holden had been known for a long 
time by the denizens of “The Chute" 
A? a “bad nigger," and he had been In 
fights of various sorts during the past 
year, causing the police more trouble, 
they suy, than all the rest of the ne¬ 
groes on Linden street. Holden was 
shot about six weeks ago by “Black 
Bob," a barkeeper In the employ of 
John C. Tntham. proprietor of a river¬ 
front saloon at the foot of Third ave¬ 
nue. He had only been discharged 
from the City Hospital a few days ago. 
when he renewed his "barrel-house’’ 
nlfillatlons yesterday, and after filling 
up on bad whisky went on the war¬ 
path. He had terrorized the neighbor¬ 
hood intermittently all morning, and 
bad been twice disarmed by some of 
bis companions. He refused to go 
home and seemed to be looking for a 
fight. 

His attack on Whins Is said by those 
who witnessed It. to have been entirely 
unprovoked. Whins keeping as far 
away from trouble as was possible. 
Whins bears an excellent reputation In 
the neighborhood, and Is said to be in¬ 
dustrious and inoffensive. He works 
regularly and has never caused the po¬ 
lice any trouble, never having been ar¬ 
rested before. Whins was arrested by 
Patrolmen Plamp and Holden and 
lodged In jail, charged with murder.

Saloons 
terday. 

The order Issued by Superintendent 
Shutt, of the New Albany police force, 
to the saloonkeepers of that city, di¬ 
recting them to close the doors of their 
pluces at 11 o’clock Saturday night 
and keep them closed, front, aide and 
rear, until this morning at 5 o’clock. 
In compliance with the provisions of 
the Nicholson law, with the curtains tu 
the doors on the streets drawn In such 
a manner that the interior would bo 
clearly visible, was obeyed. But one 
failure to comply with the law whs re 
ported. C. C. Lieber, owning a saloon 
on Market street, between State and 
Wbst First, is charged w ith having vio 
la ted the provisions of the law In per¬ 
mitting some one behind the counter 
yesterday morning. This violation wus 
observed by Sergt. Fess. of the police 
force, who called Lleber’s attention to 
the fact and directed him to report at 
the Central police station this morn¬ 
ing. A complaint will be filed Against 
the saloonkeeper in the Police Court, 
and should the charge be sustained he 
will be fined, the lowest amount being 
$10 and costs. 

This Is the first time since the Mch 
olson law’ was gnarled years ago that 
It has been rigidly enforced In New 
Albany. On several occasions the sa¬ 
loons have been ordered to close at 11 
p. m.. and the proprietors have been 
directed to have the curtains at the 
front of their places drawn sufficiently 
to show that the interior was not oc¬ 
cupied.
